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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 08/27/01 fails to comply with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because the Europe patents number 
cited is uncompleted. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered as to the merits. Applicant is advised that 
the date of any re-submission of any item of information contained in this information 
disclosure statement or the submission of any missing element(s) will be the date of 
submission for purposes of determining compliance with the requirements based on the 
time of filing the statement. Including all certification requirements for statements under 
37 CFR 1.97(e). See MPEP § 609 H C(1 ). 



Drawings 

2. Figures 1 -5 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old Is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .121(d)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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3. The drawings (figures 1 -9) are objected to because there are no labels for each 
of blocks shown in the figures. These blocks need to have descriptive labels under 37 
CFR 1 .84(n) and 1 .84(o). For example, "coder" may be used for the label of block 66 in 
figure 6. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 7 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim does not refer back in the alternative only. See MPEP 

§ 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim 7 not been further treated on the merits. 

5. Claims 1-7 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

(1 ) In claim 1 , line 2, change "synchronised" to - -synchronized--; 

(2) change "synchronization" to - -synchronization- - in every occurrence in all 
claims, for example, in claim 1 , line 6; 

(3) In claim 1 , line 22, change "the correcting" to - - a correcting- -; 

(4) In claim 1 , line 28, delete - -bit- -; 

(5) In claim 1 , line 31 , change "signals" to - - signal- -; 

(6) In claim 1 , line 32, change "a header" to - -the header- -; 

(7) claims 4-6, it appears that most of the limitations recited are repeated. Make 
corresponding changes from "a" to - -the- - before the phrase as it is the second 
appearance in the claims. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

8. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

9. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the data" in line 4, "the packet" in line 12, and "the 
first packet signal" in line 34. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim. It is also unclear whether "the signal" in line 28 refers to "symbol clock 
signal", "clock signal" or other signal.
